Scranton signed two of his ad­ 
ministration’s major pieces of 
legislation into law Tuesday— 
enabling legislation for Project 
70 and Eminent Domain revis­ 
ion. 
The governor put his signa­ 
ture to the measures before de­ 
parting for more campaigning 
in his belated bid for the Re­ 
publican presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
The Project 70 measure, im­ 
plementing the state’s $70 mil­ 
lion open space and recreation 
program approved in a special 
referendum last November, is 
effective immediately. 
The program was proposed 
three years ago by former Gov. 
D a v i d L. Lawrence, a Dem­ 
ocrat, to purchase land for fu­ 
ture recreation use before it 
was absorbed by 
expanding 
cities and suburbs. 
Land acquisition under t h e 
program is scheduled to be com­ 
pleted by 1970. 
The program earmarks $30 
million for acquisition, $20 mil­ 
lion as matching grants for de­ 
velopment of local parks and 
$10 million for new hunting and 
fishing sites. 
The administration’s eminent 
domain program, effective Sept. 
I, is aimed at assuring prop­ 
erty owners of speedy settle­ 
ment for land seized by the state 
for public purposes. 
The 
main 
provision 
guar­ 
antees that any public or pri­ 
vate agency, with the exception 
of the State Highways Depart­ 
ment, must pay landowners IOO 
per cent of the estimated value 
of property within OO days after 
filing a declaration of condem­ 
nation. 
The new law also provides 
for payment of moving expens­ 
es for owners and tenants forced 
out by property seizures. 
Another major feature would 
require the state for the first 
time to pay businessmen up to 
$5,000 for loss of “ good will’’ 
of established customers.

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Hairy Cabot Lodge is coming home, 
having resigned after not quite a year 
on the job as U.S. ambassador to South 
Viet Nam. 
This announcement by President John­ 
son probably caught many of our country­ 
men off guard in view of Lodge s vigorous 
denial of a New York Times report earlier 
this month that he would, indeed, be home 
before the July 13 COP National Conven­ 
tion. 
We’re not among those who are raising 
their eyebrows, however. We took Ambas­ 
sador Lodge’s denials with a substantial 
sprinkling of salt. 
This newspaper pointed out a week be­ 
fore the Lodge resignation was announced 
officially that denials such as he was 
mouthing then have become something 
leas than gospel. 
We pointed out then that if such repudi­ 


ations were to be swallowed whole, we 
would have had to believe Gov. Scranton 
would not seek the GOP presidential 
nomination, that the U.S. was winning the 
war in South Viet Nam and that our U2 
spy plane could not have been shot down 
by the Russians. 
Ambassador Lodge’s letter of resigna­ 
tion cited “personal reasons” for his ac­ 
tion and President Johnson accepted it 
with “regret.” 
At the moment there is no clear political 
or strategic implication in this develop­ 
ment. nor is there reason to believe a 
policy disagreement triggered die resig­ 
nation. 
Perhaps Mr. Lodge will have an expla­ 
nation when he returns. 
Or perhaps he'll have a denial or two 
which may shed some light on the 
situation.

TMs week’s approval of a long-awaited 
federal grant to help pay for East Liv­ 
erpool’s “Master plan” poses an immed­ 
iate problem for the city planners—will 
a study of the land use character of the 
city be prepared in time to aid in selec­ 
tion of school! sites? 
Hie board of education, which is seek­ 
ing a $3.3 million bond issue in the fall 
for a new high ’school and three elemen­ 
tary buildings, recently promised the City 
Planning Commission “ IOO per cent co- 


There can be no doubt about the ur­ 
gency for taking action on submitting the 
issue to a vote to meet the deadline for 
getting approval of the bond issue in or­ 
der to qualify for the state grant of $990,- 
OOO. 


THERE CAN be no doubt about the need 
for starting construction of the schools, 
once approval is received, in order to 
provide a modern educational system as 
soon as possible for our young people. 


The board and school officials h a v e 
analysed the school need pattern with 
their own studies. But there may be ad­ 
ditional considerations in terms of traf­ 
fic flow, parking, future city development, 


industrial 
zoning, 
recreation 
facilities 
and other patterns projected 20 years 
from now which city planners could eval­ 
uate and use to bring new suggestions 
for school sites. 
Locations of school buildings have been 
established hi the past with unhappy re­ 
sults. If a professional planning organisa­ 
tion can undertake a preliminary land use 
survey which could be completed in time 
to be utilized by the board, such a vital 
guide could prove of Inestimable value to 
East Liverpool. 


PLANNING FOR the city’s future ef­ 
fectively rests on such keystones as the 
schools, residential areas, industrial sites, 
streets and highways, utilities — all in­ 
terrelated and coordinated. 
If city taxpayers’ money is to be spent 
on preparing for the city's future, t h e 
tools of planning should include the 
schools if these tools w e available, be­ 
cause the school tax payers should also 
be getting their money's worth in the 
years to come. 
To date, the board of education and 
the planning commission have shown a 
great degree of understanding of e a c h 
others problems and goals. We hope this 
will continue. 


Geneva College Project 


A $11 million development program 
launched this week by Geneva College at 
Beaver Falls is welcomed throughout the 
district as another advancement in the 
field of higher education. 
The program, which will take ten years 
to complete, Is the largest in the history 
ct the 116-year-old college which has long 
served many residents of the East Liver­ 
pool area arid Beaver County. 
In the first five years, the college plans 
to build a $1.9 million science and engi­ 
neering center, a $646,000 addition to the 
library, a $1 million classroom for the 


humanities and social sciences, renova­ 
tion of Old Main as an administration 
building, a new $640,000 chapel, new 
housing for men and women students and 
an increased operating budget from $1.7 
million to $4 million. 
The college expects to increase its en­ 
rollment 50 per cent. But more important, 
the officials aim at enlarging its educa­ 
tional capabilities. 
The brick and mortar project is Impres­ 
sive. The intent behind it — to keep Gen­ 
eva abreast of the ever-incretsing need 
for education — is even more impressive. 
Glimmer Of Hope For Cyprus 


Although the explosive Cyprus dispute 
remains very much alive, there was rea­ 
son for hope this week that the United 
States will at least be able to buy more 
time for its efforts to ease tensions be­ 
tween the T u r k i s h and Greek com­ 
munities. 
It may not be clear for some time what, 
if anything. President Johnson will be able 
to do to effect anything approaching a 
lasting solution, but his separate talks 
with the Greek and Turkish premiers 
signal at least a tentative step forward. 


BEYOND the talks there were other 
glimmers of hope that the boiling Medi­ 
terranean island struggle can be kept 
from erupting into a catastrophe threaten­ 
ing unity of the West and world peace.

So heavy 
has this activity become that 
Surinam leaders have now ap­ 
pealed to their mother country, 
the Netherlands, for military aid 
in guarding their borders a n d 
patroling their coast. 
So let not the Jagans' charges 
of “genocide” against anti-Com­ 
munist Guianese and against the 
United States and the British go 
unanswered. Let there be an in-R 
quiry. Let Jagan explain why a 
Cuban airforce commission was 
permitted to map his country 
for possible new airfields as 
well as to examine the existing 
ones. 


LET THE JAGANS explain 
their relationship to a commit­ 
tee of Hungarian “technicians” 
which has roamed British Gui­ 
ana for months. Let the Jagans 
explain their secret trips out of 
the country. Let’s have a com­ 
plete look at the documents ex­ 
changed 
between J a g a n ’ s 
group. Havana and Peking, as 
well as Moscow. I^et's see to 
whom commitments were made 
by Jagan for the export of min­ 
erals vital to war production. 
Let it be done swiftly while 
there still are some freedom 
fighters left.

In 
another 
of its sweep­ 
ing decisions, 
t h e 
highest 
court i n the 
land is willing David L n m a tt 
to consider a member of the 
Communist party as no different 
from a member of the Demo­ 
cratic or Republican party or 
any other political organization 
of citizens. 
Yet J. Edgar Hoover, direc­ 
tor of the FBI, whose knowledge 
of the intricacies of espionage 
and acts of subversion is un­ 
equaled in this country, told 
Congress last January that the 
Communist party in this coun­ 
try is an agent of the Soviet 
government. 


THE CONGRESS of the Unit­ 
ed States, recognizing this dan­ 
ger, passed a law forbidding 
the issuance of American pass­ 
ports to any members of the 
C o m m u n i s t organization in 
America. 
Now the Supreme 
Court of the U n i t e d States 
has declared this law unconsti­ 
tutional because it does not pro­ 
vide for proof in advance that 
the passport would be misused. 
Only a Communist agent who 
Is willing to tell ahead of time 
exactly what acts of espionage 
he may intend to commit or 
what information he may be 
getting ready to transmit to a 
foreign government could thus 
be prevented by law from get­ 
ting a passport of the United 
States government. 
Justice Goldberg, who wrote 
the o p i n i o n for the Supreme 
Court majority, declared that 
"freedom of travel is a consti­ 
tutional liberty closely related 
to rights of free speech and as­ 
sociation.” 
Justice D o u g l a s , who con­ 
curred in this opinion, wrote as 
follows: 
“Being a Communist certainly 
is not a crime; and while travel­ 
ing may increase the likelihood 
of illegal events happening, so 
does being alive.” 


JUSTICE DOUGLAS a d d e d 
that war might be a condition 
for “serious curtailment of lib­ 
erty,” but unless there was a 
war, he could see no way of 
keeping a citizen from travel­ 
ing inside or outside the country.

Justices Clark, Harlan and 
White in their dissenting opinion 
quoted from a statute passed by 
Congress in 1954 which stated 
that “ttie Communist p a r t y 
of the United States . . . is in 
fact en instrumentality of a 
conspiracy to overthrow

States.” 


THE MINORITY opinion con­ 
tinued: 
“The night to travel is not ab­ 
solute. Congress had ample evi­ 
dence that use of passports by 
Americans belonging to th e 
world Communist movement is 
security. . . . 
In 1950 Congress determined, 
in the Subversive Activities Con­ 
trol Act, that foreign travel is 
a prerequisite for the carrying 
on of activities to further the 
p u r p o s e s of the Communist 
movement.’ The Congress had 
before ii evidence that such 
passports by Communist party 
member^: 
I. “Enabled the leaders of the 
world Communist movement in 
Soviet Union to give orders to 
their comrades in the U n i t e d 
States and to exchange vital 
secrets as well; 
I. “Facilitated the training of 
American Communist leaders by 
expats in sabotage and the like 
in Mosoow; 
3. “Gave closer central con­ 
trol to the world Communist 
movemept; and, of utmost im­ 
portance; 
4. “Provided world Commu­ 
nist leaders with passports for 
Soviet secret agents to use in 
the Unit*! States for espionage 
purposes. 
“This evidence afforded the 
Congress a rational basis upon 
which to place the denial of 
passporti to members of the 
Communist party in the United 
States. 
“The denial is reasonably re­ 
lated to the national security. 
The degree of restraint upon 
travel is outweighed by the dan­ 
gers to our very existence. The 
remedy adopted by the Congress 
is reasonably tailored to ac­ 
complish the purpose.” 
What tfye majority of the Su­ 
preme Court has said in the 
case, however, is law. So today 
the Department of State, the 
Department of Defense and the 
law-enfordement agencies of the 
United States government are 
thwarted in their attempts to 
protect the security of the Uni­ 
ted States by measures which 
would prevent Communist par­ 
ty members in this country 
from acting as a means of com­ 
munication for the Soviet gov­ 
ernment.

Recipients of the “Dollars for 
Scholars” grants are chosen by 
a 
21-member, 
representative 
Tri-State area committee on the 
basis of a set mathematical for­ 
mula in which here is little area 
for subjective judgement. 
According 
to 
the 
Citizens 
Scholarship Foundation, an in­ 
dependent survey firm investi­ 
gates the family income of each 
applicant. 
The formula provides for a 
certain amount of 
money for 
family expenses and for other 
youngsters in the family, and 
the money which should 
be 
available for the prospective col­ 
lege student is then determined. 
This is the student’s “need,” 
and can represent up to 55 of 
the HO points on which the se­ 
lection basis of recipients is de­ 
termined. 
The student’s scholastic rec­ 
ord is also figured on another 
formula, and can provide up to 
45 of the total points. Up to five 
points are allowed for leader­ 
ship and citizenship characteris­ 
tics in school and up to anoth­ 
er five are granted for self sup­ 
port employment. 
The students are then select­ 
ed on the basis of this point sys­ 
tem for each of the seven school 
districts, and the money alloted. 
The selection committee de­ 
termines the recipients without 
knowing the names on the ap­ 
plications. Since the need and 


scholarship 
qualifications 
are 
mathematically chosen, the only 
area in which the 
committee 
can exercise judgement is in 
determining the leadership qual­ 
ifications 
and whether 
mon­ 
ey earned io past employment 
was for self' support or squan­ 
dered without saving for an ed­ 
ucation. 
The highest family income of 
a recipient this year was $8,800. 
but the fancily also had five 
other youngsters — including 
another in college — and con­ 
sequently, on the basis of es­ 
tablished points of need, schol­ 
arship, self support and leader­ 
ship, was given a grant. 
Many of th# recipients had no 
income listed for their family 
because the father was out of 
work. Others had income only 
from relief -sources or t h e i r 
parents were* divorced or separ­ 
ated and had limited income. 
Awarding of additional schol­ 
arships also figures in the se­ 
lection. Students may receive 
other scholarship aid up to the 
amount granted by the Founda­ 
tion.

There has1 been no indication 
that “name* or “position” has 
any influence whatsoever in the 
choosing of (he scholarship win­ 
ners by the* Foundation, and. 
because the grants are made 
by public representatives and 
under the full attention of the

Converted Pitcher Leads Angels To 7th Straight 


Frisco Divides 2 
With Cincinnati

Ray Culp has pitched his way back into the Phil­ 
adelphia Phillies’ starting rotation. All it took was a 
near replica of teammate Jim Bunning’s perfect game. 
A first-inning base on balls and Len Gabrielson’s 
sixth-inning single came between Culp and perfection, 
attained two days earlier by Bunning, as the 22-year- 
old right-hander blanked Chicago in the second game 
of a doubleheader Tuesday night. 
No other Cub reached basef 
against Culp, whose early sea­ 
son troubles cost him a front­ 
line job on Gene Mauch’s lead­ 
ed pitching staff. 
Mauch, thoroughly impressed 
after Culp’s effort, announced 
that the National League-lead­ 
ing Phils will go with five start­ 
ers henceforth.

Now he’s pitching like bg did 
last year.” 
Culp, a $100,000 bonus baby 
five years ago, won 14 games 
in HIS, his rookie season, and 
led Philadelphia pitchers with 
171 strikeouts. He reported with 
a sore arm this spring, dropped 
five of six decisions and found 
himself in the bullpen. 
But three victories—including 
Hie one-hitter—and two com­ 
plete games in his last three 
appearances have vaulted the 
young Texan back into toe 
Phils’ pennant plan.

Culp said after the game he 
relied mainly on Mo fast ball 
against the Cub hitters. 
“I had arm trouble late last 
year and early this season be­ 
cause I threw too much break­ 
ing stuff,” he recalled. 
He said Gabrielson's hit, a 
golfed shot off a low fast ball, 
surprised him. “I jammed him 
down and in, and he sliced it to 
right.” 


Culp wasn’t ecstatic about his 
performance. “We’re on top and 
I’m not a winning pitcher. If I 
was 10-5 with this club I’d have 
something to be happy about.” 
Phillie hitters were beaming 
after their 17-hit supporting role 
in the second-game victory. 
Wes Covington homered, Richie 
Allen cracked three doubles and 
John Hemnstein had four hits, 
including a pair (rf doubles. 
The opener was another story. 
Ellsworth breezed to his ninth 
victory in 15 decisions. Ernie 
Banks singled home one run 
and rookie Billy Off doubled in 
the other.

Freshly turned 38 and looking 
much too healthy for his own 
good, or Breaks ’n’ Aches Eddie 
is winding up training this week 
at his home base for a July 3 
bout in New York with Wayne 
Thornton.

It broke his pelvis, sprained 
his right hand badly and left 
him in the hospital on fight 
night. The bout was put off to 
October and Cotton lost a split 
decision to Mina birt got a re­ 
match for January of unlucky 
1963. 
He lost again while breaking 
his right hand on the Mina to­ 
pography. In May he tested the 
hand on Henry Peterson and won 
by a knockout, but he broke it 
again in June in the process of 
defeating Chick Calderwood at 
Glasgow, Scotland. By October 
he was back in the ring, whip­ 
ping Hank. 
Since then Cotton has broken 
nothing except the heart of his 
manager, 
George 
Chemeres. 
This he accomplished by catch­ 
ing pneumonia, on the eve of a 
televised fight at Chicago in 
March. The Thornton scrap will 
be his first since recovery.

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Hints from Heloise

Dear Heloise: I would like to 
pass along a hint to campers or 
hunters who make their tempo­ 
rary homes in tents. 
Dampness is always a prob­ 
lem — but we have solved a 
portion of it. 
We sleep on the floor of our 
tent (without cots). In 
th e 
morning, when airing out blan­ 
kets and sleeping bags, even 
with a good layer of newspaper 
for insulation, the floor of the 
tent would show a great amount 
of moisture. 
The solution, therefore is . . . 
before pitching a tent, lay a 
plastic drop cloth on the area 
which has been cleared. These 
drop cloths can be bought at 
paint stores for about a dollar 
and they are usually 9x12 size. 
Be sure to cover all of the floor 
area of your tent. 
Then place the tent over this 
plastic. In the morning you will 
have no wet floors! 
We used this method for a 
week while camping in a damp 
area. 
Now if someone could just 
find out how to keep the damp­ 
ness out of the clothes we put 


on in the morning, we would ap­ 
preciate it.

After I 
wash my hand-knit bedspread 
or crocheted table cloth, I use 
my curtain stretcher to dry 
them. They always come out 
perfectly square. 
Fold the cloth in half. Then 
put K (folded double) on th e 
stretcher. 
Take 
any starch 
(homemade or purchased), put 
it into a finger - type squirt bot­ 
tle and spray away. 
After drying, the folded side 
which has been attached to the 
nails may be laid flat and re­ 
stretched (leaving the pricked 
part in the middle of the cur­ 
tain s t r e t c h e r ) and spray 
starched again. This will elimi­ 
nate all the folds. 
If you don’t want the trouble 
of restretching, dampen a wash 


cloth and press the center fold 
on the ironing board. 
At any rate, the cloth always 
comes out a perfect square.

Power Reins Held By PRI Party

MEXICO CITY - Last No­ 
vember, when the board of di­ 
rectors of that super-efficient 
company known as the Institu­ 
tional 
Revolutionary 
p a r t y 
(PRI), whose business is the 
running of this country, chose 
its candidate for president of 
Mexico, they found themselves 
with a problem on their hands. 
Gen. Alfonso Corona del Ro­ 
sa!, executive secretary of the 
party that has been in power 
since the 1920s, put it this way: 
"Our biggest difficulty in the 
electoral campaign will be to 
find somebody to run against 
our man." 
It wasn't that "our man," 
Gustavo Diaz Ordaz. then sec­ 
retary of interior affairs, was 
such an overwhelmingly popu­ 
lar figure. Few Mexicans knew 
him, and fewer knew what Im 
thought about the issues of the 
day. What was and is over­ 
whelming is the strength of his 
party, so much so that any­ 
body running against the PRI 
candidates 
for 
the 
country’s 
major elective offices does so 
just for the exercise. In IMS, 
for example, the PRI candi­ 
date, now President Adolfo Lo­ 
pez Mateos, got 90.4 per cent 
cf the vote. 


BUT SOMEBODY was found 
to make the race — a 44-year- 
cid lawyer named Jose Gonza- 
lex Torres af the National Ac­ 
tion party (PAN). And just as 
Diaz Ordaz has been campaign­ 
ing 
furiously 
as 
though 
he 
thought he had a chance of los­ 
ing, Gonzales Torres has been 
campaigning just as though he 
thought he had a chance of 
winning. 
With the possible, but not 
likely, exception of the PAN 
candidate himself, nobody real­ 
ly thinks that come Election 
Day, July S, Gonzalez Torres 
will even come close to Diaz 
Ordaz in the voting. But the 
fact that the PAN has fielded 
a candidate at all is significant. I 
First of all, R’s good for 
Mexico because it keeps the 
dream of an eventual, effective' 
multi-party system alive. There 
are other parties, too, but they 
art even smaller than the PAN, 
which ranks as the major op­ 
position party, and so have lit­ 
tle more than propaganda or 
nuisance value. 
Though Gonzalez T o r r e s 
won’t win the presidency, at 
least some of his party's peo­ 
ple will win seats in the lower 
house of Congress and maybe 
even 
a couple of senatorial 
•eats as well. 
However, the major benefit to 
the country of Gonzales Tor­ 
res’ 
participation 
is 
that 
it 
gives 
expression 
to 
an 
im­ 
portant 
s e g m e n t 
of 
the 
population. 


THE PAN. a right • wing, 
church-backed, but not terribly 
reactionary party, does not by 
any means represent a major­ 
ity viewpoint. But it does rep­ 
resent a sizable minority which 
includes 
important 
economic, 
professional, and middle - class 
interests. 


(lode Of Conduct 


The airing of its opinions is 
healthy and helpful in a coun­ 
try that is neither a democracy 
nor a dictatorship, but that has 
elements of both and that is 1 
politically more mature than 
many of its neighbors which 
are dictatorships or claim to be 
democracies. 
These opinions, as enunciated 
by Gonzalez Torres, include the 
following points: 
1. The PAN would break re­ 
lations with Cuba. (Mexico to­ 
day is one of only four Latin 
countries 
that 
still 
maintain 
those relations.) It would re­ 
sume 
relations 
with 
Spain 
which were broken in 1939 when 
Gen. Francisco Franco over 
threw the Spanish Republican 
government and became dicta­ 
tor. Mexico still recognizes the 
Republican 
government - in- 
exile. 
2. The PAN agrees with the 
PRI that the rural problem is 
the country’s most serious chal­ 
lenge. But k opposes the ejido 
system in which poor peasants 
are given land taken from big 
landowners and are permitted 
to work k on a communal basis 
and control but not sell k. 
The government’s feeling is 
that if the peasants were per 
mitted to sell this land, they 
would because of economic ne­ 
cessity, and the land would end 
up in the hands of land-grab­ 
bers 
again. 
Gonzalez Torres 
wants the peasant to be given 
the land as private property so 
that he "is not a slave of the 
government." 
3. Labor unions 
should be 
non-polkioal. Today, they are 
for the moat part political or­ 
ganizations, belonging to the 
PRI, supporting it, and getting 
advantages as a direct result 
of this affiliation. 
4. Religious teaching should 
be permitted. Now, as stipulat­ 
ed by the Mexican ConstKution, 
only the state is allowed to en­ 
gage in education. This stipula­ 
tion was intended to keep ret! 
gion out of the schools, a re­ 
action to the days when the 
church 
practically 
ruled the 
country. 
The PAN argues that "of 27 
million persons of an age and 
condition so as to be able to 
read and write, only IO million 
are literate.’’ All kinds of edu­ 
cators should be welcome, k 
says, and people should be able 
to choose the type of education 
they want for their children. 
5. While the PAN agrees that 
the state should make the rules 
for business and industry, k 
feels that it should leave those 
fields to private enterprise. Un­ 
der the PRI, the state has 
played an increasingly greater 
role, entering into more 
and 
more businesses. The govern­ 
ment claims that this increased 
intervention is necessary be­ 
cause 
private 
inkiative 
has 
failed to do the job. 
The PAN’s viewpoints are not 
those which will guide Mexico 
during the next six-year presi- 
, dential period. But there have 
been indications that a growing 
number of Mexicans are ac­ 
cepting them. Just how many 
will become mort apparent on 
July 5. 


Teen-Age ‘Laws’ Listed 
For New York Students

NEW YORK-" Going steady’ 
is dangerous; k should he dis­ 
couraged unanimously by all 
parents.” 
" ‘Single dating’ should be dis­ 
couraged." 
"We should disapprove of car 
ownership—the use of family 
car is a ’privilege’ and not a 
‘right.’ " 
"No alcoholic beverages of 
any kind should be served to 
students at My time or any 
place." 
"Dress should be in conform­ 
ance with standards of good 
taste and moderation." 
"Students should not be al­ 
lowed to smoke.” 
These are among the man- 
given commandments by which 
the parents of pupils in Carle 
Place, N.Y., school will live, 
starting in September, whether 
their children like them or not. 
The usual list of "voluntary 
guide lines’’ is contained in a 
"Code of Conduct for Parents" 
released recently by school su­ 
perintendent John Moehle, who 
originally suggested k. 
They are the result of a year 
af preparation by Moehle and 
It parents in the community 
and hava been endorsed by 
most of the town’s civic groups 
and the faculties and Parent- 
Tescher organizations. 


"There is a direct correla­ 
tion." Moehle said in an inter­ 
view, "between ownership of a 
car, use of alcohol, and going 
steady, and the poor work that 
results in school." 


He said this extended to the 
way that pupils dress. 
"If you look like a bum,” he 
said. "you think and act like 
one.’’ 
The Carle Place code makes 
ll 38 p m. the ukimate curfew 
hour for house parties on non­ 
school nights. 
The other curfew hours for 
social occasions on non-school 
nights are as follows: 5th and 
6th graders, 1:30 p.m.; 
7th 
and 8th graders, IO; 9th grad­ 
ers, 10:30; 10th graders, ll, and 
lith graders, 11:30. 
The other "crystal clear posi­ 
tions" taken by the code in­ 
clude the following: 
1. "There should be no dat­ 
ing on weekday nights when 
school is in session the follow­ 
ing day.” 
2. "We should discourage all 
attitudes of teen-agers leading 
to early marriages." 
3. "House parties should be 
held only when properly chap­ 
eroned by adults." 
4. "We should know at all 
times where and with whom our 
sons and daughters are spend­ 
ing their time while away from 
home."

ZANZIBAR Uh — The Soviet 
Union, Communist China an d 
East Germany 
are pumping 
men, money and machines into 
Zanzibar. 
President Julis Nyerere of the 
new Republic of Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar is trying to assert his 
authority in the island 25 miles 
off the East African mainland. 
Zanzibar’s own president, Ab- 
eid Karume, 59, a Moslem, prob­ 
ably has no deep love of com­ 
munism. But the island leader, 
a seaman for 22 years, seems 
unversed in the ways of Com­ 
munist infiltration. 
Karume is the idol of the Zan­ 
zibar Africans and the island’s 
most powerful single personali­ 
ty. 
Asked this month about Com­ 
munists in positions of authori­ 
ty in Zanzibar, he r e p l i e d : 
“What are one or two men? I 
have the power and I have my 
own eyes and ears.” 
Karume cites generous Com­ 
munist aid as an indication of 
the bloc’s friendship and says 
anyone who helps Zanzibar is 
welcome. 
Some 150 technicians and ex­ 
perts from the Communist bloc 
are believed to be working in 
Zanzibar. 
British civil 
servants have 
been replaced. E a s t Germans 
have taken o v e r the Finance 
Ministry and are helping run the 
radio station, Information Min­ 
istry, schools and medical serv­ 
ices. They are doing preliminary 
work on projects to rehouse 
thousands of Africans huddled 
in squalid shanties outside Zan­ 
zibar town. 
The Red Chinese are firmly 
ensconced in the agriculture de­ 
partment and are planning rice 
growing 
and

schemes to reduce the island’s 
dependence on cloves.

China has granted Zanzibar 
an interest-free loan of $14 mil­ 
lion, much of which will be in 
the form of equipment and serv­ 
ices.

ships. Soviet instructors a r a 
I training about 400 recruits in the 
people’s liberation army in the 
use of their new Soviet equip­ 
ment.

Since my family on both 
sides tends to be heavy, and 
since I’ve had hepatitis, I must 
try extra hard. 


"I GET MY exercise by walk­ 
ing to school and during recess 
and gym. I ll write you when 
I reach 105 pounds."

back. When the small of the 
back sways in, the outcurve of 
the abdomen is accentuated.

QUESTION: W hy do soldier! cross foot budget out of 
step?

ANSWER: When a large body of soldiers is marching 
and all the men put their right feet down at the same time, 
it creates a vibration or pull on what they are walking over. 
When their left feet are put down, a pull is exerted in a dif­ 
ferent direction. Between the two. a swaying motion may be 
set up if the structure they are walking over is capable of 
swaying. In the case of a small bridge this may become am­ 
plified or enlarged to dangerous proportions. When the com­ 
mand “Route Step!” is given the soldiers break step, each 
walking differently, removing the danger of swaying. 
Suspension bridges have a particular tendency to sway— 
think of how easily a hammock sways—since they are sus­ 
pended at both ends. A suspension bridge built in 1940 over 
the Tacoma Narrows began to sway in a storm and the cen­ 
tral span collapsed. But modern engineers overcome sway 
by using powerful “trusses” — structures of metal arms 
placed along the sides in zig-zag shapes. Unequal distribu­ 
tion of weight causes a bridge to sway, but the trusses dis­ 
tribute the weight of the load evenly on the supporting 
cables, making the bridge perfectly safe.

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Catch Up With 1870 
Congress, Courts Seek 
To Correct Rights Issue

WASHINGTON (A P)-It was 
supposed to have been done al­ 
most IOO years ago. But the Su­ 
preme Court was different then. 
The mood of the nation and the 
times were different. And Ne­ 
groes? They had no power, 
hardly a voice. 
•Die civil rights bill which 
Congress is going to pass now 
is in essence a repetition of 
what was tried after the Civil 
War. If it had worked then, the 
history of America would have 
been different. 
Before the war Southern 
“ b irk codes" imposed penal­ 
ties on Negro slaves not only for 
crimea but as human beings. 
Hwy couldn’t testify against a 
white man; it was a crime to 
teach them to read. 
The Civil War, and the 13th 
Amendment of 1865, abolished 
slavery but new “ black codes” 
began to appear. The freedmen 
weren’t freemen. The codes put 
restrictions on them tost did 
not apply to white men. 
Strong-willed men in the Re­ 
publican - run Congress, over­ 
shadowing both the president 
and the Supreme Court, rushed 


through two additional amend­ 
ments, the 14th and 15th. 
The 14th, making Negroes citi­ 
zens, said no state could deprive 
them of the privileges and im­ 
munities of citizens; and the 
15th said no state could deny 
citizens toe right to vote. 
Thus Congress sought to free 
Negroes—there were 4 million 
slaves at the time of the war, 
27 million whites—in their so­ 
cial and political life. Negroes 
now number about 20 million in 
a population of 192 million. 
To make Negroes’ citizenship 
real Congress backed up the 
amendments with a series of 
civil rights acts: the protection 
of all laws in all states, as­ 
surance of voting rights, protec­ 
tion against the Ku Klux Elan, 
and so on. 
One in particular, passed in 
1875, said Negroes must have 
equal treatment in inns, public 
conveyances on land or water, 
theaters, 
and 
amusement 
places. 
But, despite all this effort by 
Congress, 
by then Southern 
states had begun passing segre­ 
gation laws. And in the North, 
Negroes didn’t get equal treat­ 
ment. They were discriminated 
against everywhere. 


It took eight years after that 
1875 act for Negroes to take to 
the Supreme Court five cases of 
ducriminatkm which, they felt, 
violated the law. For example, 
the case of a Northern theater 
which refused to admit Negroes. 
By then the Northern politi­ 
cians were getting tired of the 
struggle to get Negroes equal 
treatment. The Supreme Court 
reflected this mood. 
This was how k interpreted 
that 1875 act: It was only in­ 
tended, the court said, to forbid 
states to pass laws denying Ne­ 
groes equal treatment; the law 
didn’t apply to discrimination 
by individual white people. 
Southern 
states 
piled 
up 
segregation laws and in 1896, 
the Supreme Court Messed such 
laws by reasoning that was fal­ 
lacious on the face of it: the 
court said Negroes could be 
segregated so long as they got 
equal treatment with white men. 
The treatment was, and be­ 
came, very unequal. Between 
1875 and 1957 Congress passed 
no more civil rights acts. From 
1896 until 1964 that separate-but- 
equal doctrine of the court re­ 
mained the law of toe land. 
In time, a long time, Negroes 
once again began to seek action 
by the government to get treat­ 
ment truly equal. Any appeal 
for the first half of this century 
was hopeless. Negroes hoped 
the court would undo the 1896 
ruling. 
But it never did until 1954. It 
knocked out, beginning hi the 


1990s, various forms of unequal 
treatment, like back seats on 
a bus. But until 1954, it never 
declared the 1896 court wrong 
by saying the principle of seg­ 
regation was wrong. 
Thn it did so in its ruling 
banning public school segrega­ 
tion. Stimulated by that, Con­ 
gress passed a civil rights act 
in 1957, and another in 1960 
These were mainly aimed at 
protecting. Negroes’ right to 
vote. Contrary to toe 15th 
Amendment of 1870, Negroes 
were kept from voting in many 
areas. 
Now Congress is about to pass 
one more civil rights act, once 
more to strengthen Negroes’ 
voting protections and, among 
other things, prohibit discrim- 
inaiton against Negroes in mo­ 
tels, hotels, restaurants and 
places of amusement if those 
places affect interstate com­ 
merce. 
It’s a little iffy and fulfillment 
will take time. But Congress 
and the court now are trying to 
do what neither did well in 
those turbulent years almost a 
century ago. 


Scientists Building 
Largest Centrifuge 
DOWNEY, Calif. (AP)-Scien- 
tists here are building what 
they call the world’s largest 
centrifuge—a machine so big it 
can take four men on 30-day 
simulated space flights. 
Two capsules mounted at any 
point on the 150-foot rotating 
arm each will carry two men, 
equipment and provisions suffi­ 
cient for a month’s spin, scien­ 
tists say. 
Researches hope that study­ 
ing human reactions to toe pro­ 
longed rotation will give them 
clues on how man can live and 
work in space.
